HEAVY STORM DAMAGES IN THE SOUTH. 


Southeast Gale Accompanied by Rain De- 
stroys Life and Property. ¢ 

New Ortzans, La., Oct. 2.—[Special.]— 
Wind and rain were almost incessant for the 
twenty-four hours ending this morning and 
were fierce and damaging. A young hunter 
blinded by the raf was run over by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville train on the outskirts of 
the city. Young Betz, theson of an under- 
taker in the upper part of the city, was driv- 
ing a pair of horses anda carriage when the 
animals-came in nto contact with an electric 
light wire and were killed, while the driver 
was thrown to the ground and seriously ih- 
ju re are also several parties sup- 
posed to be buried under the ruins of the 
Soraparu Market, a large structure covering 
anentire block, which tumbled in at midnight 
and is a complete ruin. The colored church 
in Carrollton was blown down, and hundreds 
of buildings about the city suffered. At the 
United States barracks roofs were carried 
away, @ grove of fine trees destroyed, and the 
150-foot flagstaff blown down. The street cars 
were unable to run during the height of the 
storm, and traffic on the river was also 
abandoned. There is a washout on the Queen 
and Crescent a few miles outside of the city, 
and the little village of Littlewoods is a com- 
plete wreck, There is also a serious washout 
on the Louisville and Nashviile about fifty 
miles outside of the city and there are no 
through trains either way. The damage all 
along the gulf coast is serious and even on 
the side of Lake Ponchartrain, which is shel- 
terad by the city, the injury is ve a 5 ey 
At West End about $30,000 of ‘oeen 
buildings, partly the property of the ee 
have been swept away. At Milneburg, another 
lake resort, a great deal of a long wharf has 
been destroyed, The damage altogether will 
be yery heavy. Halfa dozen barges loaded 
with Pittsburg coal went down during the 
storm. 

Later reports say twenty-four or more per- 
sons were killed and probably three times as 
many wounded, some of them fatally. 

Mosriz, Ala., Oct. 2.—A ‘southeast gale 
broke here this wnorning about 4 o’clock. 
There is no possible chance of estimating the 
money damage. All the wholesale and a 
great portion of the retail district of the city 
is some four feet under water and thousands 
of dollars’ worth of goods have been damaged. 

It is reported that three dredges have been 
lost, that fifty miles of. the uisville and 
Nashville railroad along the coast is under 
water, and that the Biloxi bridge has been 
swept away.

Southern Members Speak in the House in 
Favor of Repeal. 

Wasnuineton, D./C., Oct. 2.—The attend- 
ance in the House this morning was small. 
The Speaker directed the clerks to call com- 
mittees for reports, but -none were submitted. 

The debate on the Federal election bill was 
resumed and Mr. Dinsmore (Dem., Ark.) 
spoke’ in supportof the measure. He ex- 
pected to see the pledges of the Democratic 

party on this question redeemed. It was the 
duty of the Democratic party to repeal the laws 
permitting Federal interference at State elec- 
tions and that duty would be faithfully per- 
formed, 

Mr. Denson (Dem., Ala.) followed iu a 
speech of @ similar tenor in which he de- 
nounced thie election laws. Referring. to the 
war he created a laugh by the following sen- 
tence: ** You were successful, but you did not 
whip us; we wore ourselves out trying to whip 
gou.”’ There were some men who said-that 
shereymight be another war. He was not one 
of thoe. He had eo against his distén- 
guished friend, Gen. Henderson of Illinois, 
and he did not want to see that fight any more. 
{ Laughter. ] 

Mr. Cooper (Dem., Fla.) ana Mr. Clark 
(Dem., Mo.) spoke against’ the laws. The 
latter said the Democratic party had begun 
business for the purpose of giving local self- 
government to the people. ‘That was the mis- 
sion upon which Thomas Jefferson had led it tu 
its first victory, and that was the mission on 
which Grover Cleveland had led it to its latest 
victory, : 

Mr. Wilson (Rep., Wash.) jumped up sud- 
demly, and inquired why it was that if Grover 
Cleveland was in favor of local self-govern- 
ment he did not give it to the people of the 


West. 

Mr. Clark replied that the gentleman ought 
to have intelligence enough to know that Indian 
reservations belunged to the Federal Govern- 
ment and not to the States in which they were 
located. It sometimes happened that gentle- 
men could not be found in some States to fill 
the places to which .the gentieman referred. 
[ Laughter. . 

Mr. Clark then went on to discuss the 
negro question and predicted that within a 
short time the people of the South, white and 
black, would be found working together on 
all economic questions. He ridiculed the 
love which, he said, the Republican party 
pretended to feel toward the negro. For 364 
days of the year the Republican party had no 
use for the negro. It was on the 365th day 
only that it called out Sambo and covered 
him with love and affection. [Laughter.]| 
He went on witha eulogy of the people of 
Missouri as a law-abiding people, when Mr. 
Lacey (Rep.. Iowa) inquired whether the gen- 
tleman had ever known Jesse James.

New Definition of Excusable Homicides, 
and for Alphabetical Reformation. 

Wasuinetos, D,C., Oct. 2.—[Special.]— 
Representative Curtis, a Populist from. Kan- 
sas, introduced two measures in the House 
today which were unique as well as interest- 
ing. In suggesting a change in the statutes 
relative to homicide he proposes: 


Homicide shall be deemed excusable when 
committed by accident or misfortune in either of 
ithe following cases: 1. In lawfully correcting a 
child, apprentice, or servant, or in doing an 
other lawful act by lawfal means, with the usua 
and ordinary caution, without unlawful intent: 
2. In the heat of passion, upon sudden or suffi- 
cient provocation. or upon sudden combat with- 
out any undue advantage being taken and with- 
lout any dangerous weapons being u and not 
done in a cruel and unusual manner.

OOUNTY OOMMISSIONERS DENOUNOE 
STEALS IN ASSESSMENTS. 


Charges That Some Assessors Make as 
Much as $150,000 a Year Out of Un- 
equal LevieseAssessment Rolls Con- 
firmed Almost Unanimously=8,000 
Men Employed on Drainage Canale 
Petition to Revoke Order Appointing 
Building Inspectors Not Acted Upon. 


The County Board decided yesterday after- 
noon not to'attempt to equalize the assess- 
ments of the three districts of the city. Only 
in particular cases where complaint of the 
Assessor’s work has been made, and also in 
the cases of the South Side Rapid Transit 
company, the Stock-Yards company, and the 
Chicago and Indiana State Line railroad, 
which corporations are complaining because 
they are a&’sessed by the State, as well as the 
city, will the board act. 

Commissioner Panoch called for a division 
on the part of the Public Service committee's 
report which recomménded that the assess- 
ment rolls be confirmed, except as 
to the particular cases and the case of the 
three railroad corporations above mentioned, 
and said: ‘*‘ West-Siders are taxed double the 
amount paid by South-Siders,” he said, “at 
least that is so north of Twelfth street. 
Everybody knows the South Side is twenty- 
five times as wealthy as the West Side, and at 
least $3,000,000 should be deducted from 
the assessment of the latter side and added to 
that of the former. The board has the right 
to make this equalization. On the South Side 
there is a piece of ground valued at $7,000 
on which there is an improvement worth 
$1,500,000. The whole is assessed at $153,- 
000. Another $1,500,000 property is as- 
sessed at $189,000, while another valued at 
$3,700,000 has an assessment of $225,000.” 

Commissioner Struckman said he knew a 
piece of property on the West Side which 
was assessed $800 and was worth $800,000. 
“Tt took only $100 to bring the assessment 
down from the right figure to $800. Last 
pens it required $150 to ‘ fix’ the amount,” 

esaid. ‘** This money was not paid to the 
Assessor, but to some one else—to some one 
we can’t reach—and we can’t reach these pee 

le until we elect honest Assessors. The West 
‘Side is not assessed more unequally than any 
other side, but the assessment of one part of 
the city is just as corrupt as the other. The 
entire assessment is rotten to the core.” 

‘*Change the system,’’ shouted Commission- 
er O’Connell. 

“The system is all right,’ replied Mr. 
Struckman. “It is your Assessor, who makes 
from $100,000 to $150,000 out of his office, 
that should be looked after.”’ 

Commissioner Green said there was no poli- 
tics in thé matter. ‘ Property-owners pay 
their taxes to the Assessor,”’ he said. “It’s a 
blackmailing office.”
